At the many and urgent orders 
,from the armed forces will keep 
florists working overtime with re­ 
duced staffs, many Easter deliver­ 
ies will be made 
in home 
and 
churches early in Easter wedc. 
However, the right care of flowers 
and plants will keep them bright 
and fresh long ¡met Easter Sunday. 
The stems of roses and other cut 
flowers should be cut regularly. 
Rose stems should be cut slantw ise 
w’ith a sharp knife under warm, 
running tap w*ater (keep the bot­ 
tom of stem under water while cut 
is being made) then place roses 
deeply in a vase of water. 
The stems of carnations .should 
be broken off at a stem joint, but 


carnation stems are never tut with 
a knife or scissors. 
Leaves of snapdragons should 
be trimmed off below 
the water 
line to insure longer life. Flower­ 
ing stocks absorb a great deal of 
w’ater and the va.se should be wel' 
filled. 
Use a sharp knife, not a 
scissors, to cut all flower stems. 
Blooming plants in the home need 
light, warmth and sufficient water. 
Pots should be well drained, other­ 
wise .soil will sour. No plant can 
stand drafts,’radiator heat or gas 
fumes. 
Your Easter hydrangea is a 
water plant, as its luune suggests, 
and literaHv soaks in moisture; it 
should be watered daily and kept 


away from bright sunshine. 
The 
potted rosebush should be watered 
thoroughly every day, being « % - 
ful that the pot is well draine^ 
Your corsage of roses, carnations 
or spring flowers should be kept in 
a cool, moist place before you ex ­ 
pect to wear it; guard against too- 
suddeii ex posure to cold air. 
Do not store your corsage of o r S i 
chids or spray orchidr, uncovereti 
in the kitchen refrigerator; it gets 
too cold there. 
About 45 to 
degrees is right, or moderately 
colder if you leave the o rc h^ over­ 
night in a cartftKmrd box . To pre- 
.serve for wearing the second ctoy, 
unwind

wrapping 
around the stem and place the or­ 
chid stem in a bottle or glas.s of 
water ;*keep it in a cool place, aw ay 
from drafts or radiator heat, but.^ 
not in the ice box .

Gardenias and camellias like a 
wet, cool place. For keeping over­ 
night, cover the blooms with wet 
cotton or a wet, thin cloth. They 
can be stored in the refrigerator 
if left in the florists’ cardboard box .

(jive hints to make those 
Easter corsages last 


As the many and urgent orders 
from the armed forces will keep 
! florists working overtime* with re- 
j duced staffs, many Easter deliver­ 
ies will be made 
in home 
and 
churches early 
in 
Easter week. 
However, the right care of flowers 
and plants will keep them bright 
and fresh long past Easter Sunday. 
3’he stems of roses and other cut 
flowers should be 
cut 
regularly. 
Rose stems should be cut. slantwise 
with a sharp knife under warm, 
running tap water (keep the bot­ 
tom of stem under w ater while cut 
is being made) 
then place roses 
deeply in a vase of water. 
The stems of carnations should 
be broken off at a stem joint, but 


carnation steins are never cut with 
a knife or scissors. 


Leaves of snapdragons should 
be trimmed off below 
tbe water 
line to insure longer life. 
Pl owe r- 
j ing stocks absorb a great deal of 
w ater and the vase should be web 
filled. 
Use a sharp knife, not a 
scissors, to cut all flower stems. 
Blooming plants in the home need 
light, w arm th and sufficient water. 
Pots should be well drained, other­ 
wise soil will sour. 
No plant can 
stand d rafts,-radiator heat or gas 
fumes.

, w ater plant, as its name suggests, 
j and literally soaks in moisture; it 
1 should be watered daily and kept 


away from bright sunshine. 
The 
potted rosebush should be watered 
thoroughly every day, being caV- 
ful th at the pot is well drained. 
Your corsage of roses, carnations 
or spring flowers should be kept in 
a cool, moist place before you ex­ 
pect to wear it; guard against too- 
sudden exposure to cold ail1. 
Do not store your corsage ©I o *- „ 
chids or spray orchids uncovered 
in the kitchen refrigerator; it gets 
too cold there. 
About 45 lo 
vO 
degrees 
is right, or 
moderately 
colder if you leave the orch ds over­ 
night in a cardltoard box. To pre­ 
serve for wearing the second day, 
unwind 
the 
florist’s 
wrapping 
around the stem and place the or­ 
chid stem in a bottle or glass of 
w a te r;*keep it in a cool place, away 
from drafts or radiator heat, but ^ 
not in the ice box. 
Gardenias and camellias like a 
wet, cool place. 
For keeping over­ 
night, cover the blooms with wet 
cotton or a wet, thin cloth. They 
can be stored in the refrigerator 
if left in ihe florists’ cardboard box.

Experiments a t the college show 
two ma in a dva nta ges in the use of 
ba rn curing: First, it is possible 
to ha ndle ha y when it is da mp, 
a nd thus a void sha ttering of the 
va lua ble lea ves, a s often is the ca se 
when it is stored in the mow a fter 
it is cured. Lea ves a re high in feed 
va lue compa red to stem s, Ra msei 
pointed out. 
The second a dva n­ 
ta ge in mow-curing is tha t it is 
often possible to store ha y before 
a storm when the moisture content j 
is still too high for ordina ry stor­ 
a ge, a s ha s been proved a numl^r 
of tim es in tests a t the university 
fa rm. 


How do you cure ha y in the loft ? 
It requires a motor, fa n a nd a ir 
ducts through w’hich unhea ted a ir 
is blown. 
Both electric a nd ga so­ 
line motors ca n be used, though 
the former is often more conven­ 
ient. 
Further deta ils ma y be ob­ 
ta ined by writing the depa rtment 
of a gricultura l engineering a t the 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture, U rba na .

Never in all the years Uncle Sam 
has been keeping track of farm 
statistics has the farm labor sup­ 
ply been so low- as it is today, says 
C. A. Hughes, Cook County Farm 
Adviser, 
in 
discussing 
spring 
planting prospects for what 
will 
probably be the most 
important 
tood production year of the war. 


“The nation's farm manpower is 
150,000 below \\h a t it was a year 
ago,” continues 
C. 
A. 
Hughes, 
quoting latest figures from the U. 
S. 
Departm ent 
of 
Agriculture. 
Farm employment now is estim at­ 
ed at nearly 8,500,000 persons. This 
includes almost 7,000,000 
family 
workers and 
only 1,500,000 hired 
hands.” 


In stressing the need for more 
help on farm s during the year for 
Cook county farm s, C. A. Hughes 
explains th at not only has the lo­ 
cal supply of available 
workers 
been reduced because of the d raft­ 
ing of younger men who have pre­ 
viously been deferred, but th a t the 
quality of workers is not as good 
as it might be because much of 
the supply is composed of older 
men and women who 
ordinarily 
would be retired by now. 
He paid 
tribute to the way the latter are 
sticking to the job. 


“Our food goals are about the 
same as they were last year,” says 
C. A. Hughes. 
“This means that 
longer hours and more American 
ingenuity will be required to meet 
this test. 
While the state farm la­ 
bor office is cooperating in plans 
to relieve peak labor loads by en­ 
couraging better farm 
practices 
and the sharing of labor and m a­ 
chinery and by arranging for more 
Mexican, Jamaican and 
prisoner- 
of-war workers for Illinois, most 
of the needed help must be recruit­ 
ed right here in Cook county.” 


Barn-cured hay often 
proves better on farm 


It looks as if another old custom 
is going “by the boards.” 
Univer­ 
sity of Illinois College of Agricul­ 
ture tests show that in many cases 
better hay can be cured in the barn 
than in the field. 
“It is very essential, however,” 
says J. H. Ramser, associate in 
agricultural engineering, “that con­ 
siderable judgment be used in op­ 
erating the new method.” 


How do you cure hay in the loft? 
It requires a motor, fan and ab­ 
ducts through which unheated an­ 
is blown. 
Both electric and gaso­ 
line motors can be used, 
though 
the former is often more conven­ 
ient. 
Further details may be ob­ 
tained by w riting the department 
of agricultural engineering at the 
University'- of Illinois College of 
j Agriculture, Urbana. 


Experim ents at the college show 
two main advantages in the use of 
barn curing: First, it is possible 
to handle hay when it is damp, 
and thus avoid shattering of the 
valuable leaves, as often is the case 
when it is stored in the mow after 
it is cured. Leaves are high in feed 
value compared to stems, Ramser 
pointed out. 
The second advan­ 
tage in mow-curing is that it is 
often possible to store hay before 
a storm when the moisture content | 
is still too high for ordinary stor- 1 
age, as has been proved a number * 
of times in tests at the university 
farm.

Machine shortage 
will allect vital 
crop production 


The production of farm machin­ 
ery for tne last six m onths of 1944 
lagged 22.9 per cent behind the 
scheduled production prc;;ram , re­ 
ports R. C. Hay, associate profes­ 
sor of agricultural engineering ex­ 
tension, U niversity of Illinois Col­ 
lege of A griculture. 
Thus it is 
evident th at m any farm ers will not 
be able to obtain new farm ma­ 
chines which they expected to buy 
this year. 
The shortage of m achines which 
will m ost seriously affect Illinois 
farm ers, according to Hay, include 
planters, fertilizer distributors and 
m anure 
spreaders, 
moldboard I 
plows, discs, harrow s, and cultiva­ 
tors. The production of wheel-type 
farm tracto rs is more nearly on 
schedule than other machines. 
Since m any anticipated new m a­ 
ch nes will not be available for 
spring and early sum m er use, Hay 
believes it is more im portant than 
ever th at farm ers give immediate 
attention to checking and recondi­ 
tioning all m achines well in ad­ 
vance of the tim e they will be 
needed in the field. 
W ith the additional handicap of 
labor shortage on most farm s, this 
work should ho done before field 
work begins. The supply of repairs 
should be adequate if hoarding does 
not take place. 


Two recent 
announcem ents on 
freight rates are of particular in­ 
terest to farm ers, according to Guy 
W; B axter, director of tran sp o rta­ 
tion for the IA A.

first 
concerns , the 
new 
freight rate on ground rock phos­ 
phate from Fla. points to Chicago 
which becomes effective March 20. 
The new rate will be $7.35 per 
gross ton as compared with the 
form er rate of $9.52. 
B axter advised

cooperatives receiving 
shipm ent- 
a fte r M arch 20 to check and deter­ 
mine w hether their receiving tta - 
tions are interm ediate to any of 
the points listed under the schedul­ 
ed $7.35 rate. B axter said the I AA 
transportation departm ent 
would 
assist Farm Bureaus in checking 
on freight rates on phosphate ship­ 
ments. 
The second m atter of interest to 
Iii nois River grain farm ers and 
elevators is the decision of the In­ 
terstate Commerce Commission on 
proportional rates on grain shipped

Detachable Collar 
The first detachable collar was 
made in Troy. N. Y., about 1825, 
when the wife of a blacksmith de­ 
cided that there was not much sense 
in constantly sewing new collars on 
her husband's shirts, since the per­ 
spiration - wilted 
collar wore out 
much faster. 
Prior to that time col­ 
lars and cuffs had always been at­ 
tached to the shirts. 
The detach­ 
able collar became extremely popu­ 
lar in Troy among the womenfolk, 
and in 
1829, 
the Rev. 
Ebenezer
